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Residents 
evacuated 
in fear of 
explosion 

THIRTY homes were evacu¬ 
ated when a car ploughed 
into a house and damaged a 
gas pipe, sparking fears of an 
explosion in Walsall. 

A Volkswagen Polo hit a 
terraced house in Caldmore, 
dislodging a pipe. 

Residents raised the 
alarm and Hart Street was 
cordoned off by police who 
smelled gas when they 
arrived at the scene at about 
4pm on Monday. Up to 50 
residents waited outside for 
more than an hour in heavy 
showers, taking shelter 
under trees and in a nearby 
car park. 

Pavement 

The car had mounted a 
pavement in the narrow 
street and come to rest 
against the house, clipping 
the gas pipe in the process. 

The house escaped with 
minor damage to the brick¬ 
work and front door. The 
male driver was not injured. 

Watch commander Ian 
Gough said: “It seems the 
car came around the corner 
and lost control, shearing 
the gas pipe up to a safety 
valve and leaking gas into 
the street. There was the 
potential for an explosion so 
one of our lads went in and 
bent the pipe over and sealed 
it up. The engineers came 
along and put clamps on to 
make it safe. 

“It was unfortunate that 
the heavens opened when 
everyone was evacuated.” 

Tributes to 
housing boss 

TRIBUTES have been made 
to the leader of a housing 
association in Walsall who 
has died, aged 50. 

Ursula Barrington joined 
tenant-run Watmos Com¬ 
munity Homes as chief exec¬ 
utive in 2009. The 
mother-of-two from Soli¬ 
hull, who had heart prob¬ 
lems, died last week at 
Birmingham’s Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital. Her son Jack, 
24, and daughter Tamsin, 
23, were at her bedside.

£3M GRANT FOR 
200 NEW HOMES 


MORE than £3 million has been 
secured towards building hundreds of 
new homes across Walsall. 

The cashpot for 207 properties has been awarded from a 
Government grant to Walsall Housing Group for projects in 
Brownhills, Bloxwich and Blakenall. 

The money will also enable housing bosses to develop 


sites in Coalpool and and 
Willenhall over the next 
three years. 

The Homes and Commu¬ 
nities Agency (HCA) has 
agreed to the funding to 
support the building of 
homes for affordable rent. 

The HCA is the national 
housing and regeneration 
body for England and the 
£3. lm is from the Affordable 
Housing Guarantee Pro¬ 
gramme. 

Significant 

It provided funding for 
three schemes which 
recently started on sites in 
Barracks Lane, Blakenall; 
Deakin Avenue, Brownhills; 
and Kempthorne Gardens, 
Bloxwich. They are due to be 
completed next March. 

And the cash injection will 
allow the borough-based 
housing association to 
develop three key strategic 
sites in Coalpool, Brownhills 
and Willenhall. 

This latest round of 
funding means Walsall 
Housing Group will have 
acquired £9.2m of external 
funding provision this year 
for a total of 497 new build 
rented homes. 

The developments will be 
built on the group’s own 
land and the latest develop-

ments mean that it has 
started on site, or obtained 
funding commitments, to 
build on 75 per cent of its 
land bank sites. 

WHG’s head of develop¬ 
ment Mark Tranter said: 
“These are exciting times for 
WHG as we continue to 
develop and deliver a major 
residential development 
programme over the next 
five years. 

“This latest round of 
funding is a significant step 
in allowing us to build more 
affordable quality homes in 
Walsall and respond to local 
housing need. 

“We are committed to 
developing homes and 
investing in regeneration of 
our local communities to 
create places that people are 
proud to live and work in.” 

Walsall’s regeneration 
chief and deputy council 
leader Adrian Andrew said: 
“This is great news for the 
borough as the allocation 
will make a real difference to 
our combined efforts to 
provide much-needed 
affordable homes for our res¬ 
idents.” 


Manor faces beds shortage 

WALSALL Manor Hospital needs to find up to 60 extra beds 
to cope with demand anticipated this winter. 

The trust which runs the hospital is facing a beds short¬ 
age after having to open more permanent wards to deal with 
rising admissions. This has meant there is no spare capacity 
and bosses will spend the next two months drawing up a 
plan of action, including looking at providing more services 
within the community.

Car driver dies in head-on bus crash 


A MOTORIST was killed and eight 
bus passengers injured in a head- 
on collision between a car and 
double decker bus on a busy route 
in Walsall. 

The 34-year-old motorist was 
declared dead at the scene after the 
crash involving his Honda Jazz and the 
X51 bus in Birmingham Road. He was 
named locally as Majid Hussain. 

The County Hotel near the crash 
scene became a refuge for 17 passen¬ 
gers who were treated by ambulance 
staff after the collision at about 6.05pm 
on Monday. A total of 25 people were 
seen by paramedics. 

The car driver was pulled from the 
wreckage before paramedics battled to 
save him on the roadside. 


Neighbours said they heard a loud 
bang and were shocked by the 
‘carnage’ they saw on the road, one of 
the main routes into Walsall. 

The car was on the wrong side of the 
road when it ploughed into the front of 
the bus. Police are investigating the 
circumstances of the collision. 

Sobbed 

Family members of the driver, who is 
from Walsall, arrived in the hours after 
the smash, and sobbed and consoled 
each other as they watched police clear 
the scene. 

Dozens of people have paid tribute to 
the victim, with more than 100 leaving 
comments on a Facebook page. 

Friend Zia Hussain, a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton University law student, said: “Maj 


was a really nice guy. Everyone will say 
the same thing, Maj was always 
smiling whether it was at work, with 
family, with friends or at the mosque.” 

The 24-year-old added: “He was a 
family-orientated man and we are all 
shocked by what has happened.” 

Five patients were immobilised 
using neck collars and spinal boards 
before being taken to hospital. Two, 
including the bus driver, were taken to 
Walsall Manor and three to Sandwell 
Hospital. The casualties included a 
man with a throat injury after being 
thrown forward and a woman with a 
knee injury. Three more had minor 
injuries. 

The road was closed for about four 
hours while police carried out investi¬ 
gations into the crash

Public health boss Coun¬ 
cillor Zahir Ali said: “Do not 
be tempted to take up the 
offer of cold-callers offering 
to remove any nest of bees or 
wasps, as you may find that 
the person offering the 
service is an opportunist 
who has no specialist knowl¬ 
edge of this work. 

“You might end up paying 
out a large fee only to find 
the pests have not been dealt 
with properly. Contact the 
council directly if you need a 
pest control service.” 

Walsall Council employs 
three experienced full-time 
pest control officers who 
offer treatments to home- 
owners and tenants. Treat¬ 
ments may be free for people 
in receipt of benefits.

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Man sentenced for trying to use stolen bank book 


A FRAUDSTER who attempted to 
withdraw £5,000 from a bank using 
a stolen passbook has been given a 
suspended jail sentence. 

Raymond Keats, 47, from Blake- 
nall, had tried to withdraw cash 
from a Cheltenham and Gloucester 
bank in Lichfield. Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court was told he made a 
second attempt to withdraw £1,000 
using the passbook but was again 
refused. 

Miss Maxine McIntosh, prosecut¬ 


ing, said: “The defendant had 
attempted to withdraw £5,000 by 
using a stolen passbook. The pass¬ 
book had a balance of £35,000. 

“When the defendant spoke to a 
member of staff, the staff informed 
him he was unable to withdraw that 
amount and he could withdraw no 
more than £1,000. 

“The defendant proceeded to ask 
for £1,000 but had no ID. The with¬ 
drawal was refused.” 

Suspicions arose after the owner 


of the passbook was called by the 
bank to get feedback about his visit 
to the Lichfield branch. 

Keats, of Ingram Road, was 
arrested and admitted one charge of 
fraud by false representation. 

Mrs Sheila Hicklin, mitigating, 
said Keats had been given the stolen 
passbook by a man who said he had 
found it. 

When Keats was refused at the 
bank, the man who gave him the 
passbook took it back off him. 


She said Keats had been drinking, 
which affected his judgement. He 
had drug and alcohol misuse issues, 
drinking three cans of strong lager 
every morning to help him cope. 

Keats was given a 12-week prison 
sentence, suspended for a year. 

He was given a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order and six-month alcohol 
treatment requirements. 

He was ordered to pay £85 costs 
and £80 victim surcharge. 


£5m college business

The 
clearest impact will be the 
direct employment in new 
enterprises supported 
through the Business hub. 

“The economic impact of 
the hub should increase as 
new businesses are created 
each year and other busi¬ 
nesses continue to mature 
and potentially take on more 
employees. 

“A further major impact is 
the additional employment 
and productivity generated 
through the apprenticeship 
programme. 

“The project will improve 
the environment of the town 
centre, bringing into use 
what is currently a vacant 
site.”

Accused 
admits 
killing 
Ben,16 

A MAN has admitted killing 
teenager Ben Morutare 
outside a social club in 
Smethwick. Andy Ly 
pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Ly, 18, of Fulmer Walk, 
Ladywood, Birmingham, 
along with co-accused Omar 
Robinson, 19, of Rann Close, 
Ladywood, had been on trial 
for 16-year-old Ben’s 
murder. But at the end of the 
prosecution’s case, Ly’s plea 
to the lesser charge of 
manslaughter was on 
Tuesday of last week 
accepted. The charge of 
murder against Robinson 
was dropped. He was told he 
had no case to answer. 

Both Ly and Robinson 
pleaded guilty to violent dis¬ 
order and will be sentenced 
at a later date. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, 
Coalpool, Walsall, died from 
a stab wound to the leg on 
July 28 with witnesses in the 
trial claiming up to 80 men 
chased him. 

He had attended an 18th 
birthday party and was 
found near Smethwick Old 
Guards and Comrades Club. 
He died in Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. 

The court heard that Ben 
had been trying protect a 
friend during a scuffle. 

Prosecutor Mr Michael 
Burrows QC, said Ly was 
seen walking away with a 
bloodstained T-shirt after 
the attack and was heard 
saying: “I stabbed him up.” 

The trial continues of five 
other men who deny violent 
disorder in connection with 
the incident.

The scheme is due to go 
for final Government 
approval this month.

Tesco Extra, in Littleton 
Street West, offers two 
hours of free parking in its 
750-space car park. 

Revenue 

The cash-strapped council 
has previously complained it 
has missed out on revenue 
because of drivers snubbing 
car parks and leaving their 
vehicles on the streets. 

It slashed its own car park 
fees earlier this year after it 
was revealed use of its sites 
had dropped by almost 30 
per cent. 

Charges were cut by up to 
40 per cent with all-day 
parking falling from £5 to 
£3. 

Meanwhile, NCP reduced 
its all-day fees to £3 at its 
Freer Street and Station 
Street car parks.

Man sentenced for starving dog to death 


A MAN who allowed his neighbour’s 
dog to starve to death while he was 
supposed to be looking after it has 
been ordered to do unpaid work. 

Dean Fellows had been asked to 
care for the Jack Russell cross breed 
called Ruby for just over two weeks. 

The 22-year-old, from Leamore, 
Walsall, had previously looked after 
the pet belonging to Margaret 
Doherty, feeding and walking the 
animal. But between December 27 
last year and January 11 this year 


the three-year-old dog was left to 
deteriorate to an emaciated state, 
Walsall Magistrates Court was told. 

Fellows, of Dorset Place, was seen 
taking the dog’s body in a plastic bag 
and putting it in a barrel at the 
bottom of his neighbour’s garden. 

Prosecuting for the RSPCA, Nick 
Sutton said Fellows had been asked 
to look after the dog for 16 days. 

“The case came to light when 
information was received by the 
RSPCA that a carcass of an animal 


had been seen at the property,” said 
Mr Sutton. “It was in the back 
garden that officers found a blue 
plastic barrel.” 

Fellows had been given two cans 
of dog food by the owner before she 
left. “After the food ran out the 
animal was shut in a downstairs 
room and given no food,” Mr Sutton 
added. 

Nigel Ford, defending, said: “The 
owner of the dog sits at the back of 
court in support of the defendant. 


“She leaves the dog at home for 
two weeks, leaves two cans of food 
and expects somebody on benefits to 
pay for food and even, in fact, elec¬ 
tricity in the property. This wasn’t a 
deliberate act but his none actions 
led to the death of the dog.” 

Fellows was sentenced to 12 
weeks imprisonment, suspended for 
12 months. He was ordered to carry 
out 240 hours of unpaid work and 
told to pay £1,071 in costs and a £60 
victim surcharge. 


Like father, like son as 
lollipop men cross paths 


WHEN Darren Wardle decided to track down the 
father who had given him up for adoption as a 
baby, little did he know how much they would 
end up having in common - even sharing the 
same job as lollipop men. 

It was an occupation that 47-year-old Darren knew 
ran in the family as his wife, mother-in-law and adop¬ 
tive mother were all lollipop ladies. 


And during an emotional 
reunion with his father Paul 
Ferris it emerged they both 
worked as lollipop men in 
Staffordshire. Based just 15 
miles apart - their paths had 
never crossed. 

Darren, of St John’s Road, 
Cannock, said: “I couldn’t 
believe it when he told me and 
at first I thought he must be 
joking. I told him that’s what I 
did for a living. 

“He’d actually just got the 
job when I met him after app¬ 
lying to Staffordshire County 
Council for the role. It already 
ran in the family for me.” 

Contacted 

Father-of-five Darren, aged 
47, who was given up for adop¬ 
tion at the age of three weeks 
managed to track Paul down 
about three years ago. 

He continued: “I was told 
from a young age that I was 
adopted. My parents were 
great. I decided to look into 
tracking down my real 
parents when I was 18. 

“I had Paul’s details for 
about 25 years before I actu¬ 
ally contacted him.” 

Darren decided to finally act 
when his adoptive father 
Peter died of cancer in 2009 at 
the age of 69, adding: “I 
thought it was time to put a 
face to the name. 

“I don’t think our paths 
would ever have crossed at 
work because I fill in when 
people are off sick.” 

Darren grew up in Wednes- 
bury and moved to Cheslyn 
Hay with his parents as a 
teenager. 

When he attended Park Hill 
Primary School, in Wednes- 
bury, his mum Barbara

Wardle, now aged 70, was the 
lollipop lady there for three 
years. 

Around four years ago 
Darren became a school cross¬ 
ing patrol supervisor provid¬ 
ing cover for staff who may be 
on sick leave. His wife Mary, 
aged 43, landed the same role 
12 months before him. 

She works at Bridgtown 
Primary School alongside her 
mum Rita Cotterell, aged 62, 
who has been doing the same 
job for 30 years. 

Paul, 63, originally from 
Edgbaston, now lives in Tam- 
worth with his wife Pat and 
has been helping children 
cross the roads for just over 
two years at William MacGre¬ 
gor Primary, in Glascote Road. 

Paul said: “I was obviously 
delighted to meet up with 
Darren, and we found it par¬ 
ticularly amusing that we 
were both lollipop men.” 

Paul and Pat have two 
daughters and two grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Paul and Darren attended a 
special event at Staffordshire 
County Showground earlier 
this month to celebrate the 
60th anniversary of lollipop 
men and women patrolling 
the county.

A THUG who beat his girl¬ 
friend and threatened to 
throw the terrified woman 
from a tenth floor balcony 
has been jailed for five years. 

Hannah Alton went home 
with Mark Jones whom she 
had known for three 
months. But the 35-year-old 
hit her across the face 
several times after getting 
drunk, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The attacker grabbed her 
round the throat before 
putting a carving knife to 
her neck and threatening to 
kill her, prosecutor Mr 
Jasvir Mann said. 

Dragged 

Jones then dragged his 
victim towards the balcony 
of his lOth-floor flat saying 
he was going to throw her 
over. She managed to break 
free and locked herself in the 
bathroom until he fell into a 
drunken stupor. She then 
texted a friend to take her 
away. 

MrMarkNicholls, defend¬ 
ing, said: “Jones is quite a 
nice person but turns into a 
very different character 
when in drink. ” 

Jones, of Stoney Lane, 
Bloxwich, who had a string 
of previous convictions for 
violence, including a three- 
year jail sentence for 
assaulting and threatening 
to kill another person in 
2006, admitted assault and 
making threats to kill. 

He was sent to prison by 
Judge Martin Walsh who 
told him: “You became 
abusive and hostile, hitting 
her across the face several 
times, placed your hand 
round her neck, then put a 
carving knife against her 
neck saying you were going 
to kill her. You were 10 floors 
up and she had a genuine 
fear of being thrown off the 
balcony. The whole incident 
lasted over several hours 
and although she did not 
sustain serious injury she 
was terrified.”

The 39-year-old, of New Road, Dudley, 
who is married with four children, was 
driving along Wallows Lane with the woman 


in the passenger seat of his black Nissan 
Micra when officers stopped and arrested 
him. 

Directions 

He told them he had needed to buy toma¬ 
toes to bring to a colleague at work the next 
day. He claimed he asked the woman for 
directions to the nearest grocery shop and 
she offered to show him the way. 

Two plain-clothed police officers followed 


the pair in an unmarked car. They had been 
working on Operation Scarlet & Minus, a 
crackdown on kerb crawlers in the town’s 
worst-affected areas. 

The officers stopped Ikhlaq at traffic 
lights on Wallows Lane and arrested him on 
the spot, before taking him to Bloxwich 
Police Station for questioning. 

Ikhlaq denied an offence of soliciting for 
the purpose of obtaining sexual services in a 
public place. 


“I asked her because I thought she looked 
local and I was in a hurry.

A&E in line for £lm 
boost before winter 


MORE than £1 million is to be ploughed into 
recruiting extra staff and improving Walsall 
Manor Hospitars accident and emergency 
department this winter,.

“The rate at which the 
work is increasing means we 
need to give the staff the 
very best environment.” 

Jayne Tunstall, chief 
operating officer, said it 
would create additional

capacity. Her report to the 
board said: “A short-term 
solution for refurbishment 
and expansion of the A&E 
has been agreed with the 
clinical team.

Crime has fallen in borough 

CRIME in Walsall has fallen dramatically over the past year - 
more than any other part of the West Midlands - figures show. 

The total number of recorded crimes in 2012/13 was 
15,425, down 15.4 per cent on the previous year, when the 
number was 18,232. The figures are detailed in a new docu¬ 
ment compiled by the Safer Walsall Partnership. 

Among the steepest declines in percentage terms was 
youth-related anti-social behaviour, down by 36.9 per cent 
over the 12 months. The number of arson attacks in Walsall 
plummeted by 118 to 287 in the same period. Domestic bur¬ 
glaries dropped by 12.5 per cent and drug offences were 
down 9.9 per cent.

Pupils took their chance to quiz the 
Shoulda Woulda Coulda singer, who 
answered honestly and told the young¬ 
sters how she started out singing in 
class assemblies at Woodfield.

Housing crisis grows as more are 
forced into private rent market 


HAVING a roof over your head 
is essential for everyone. 

Building more houses, and they 
must be available as social lets, as 
well as for sale, is basic to solving the 
housing crisis. 

Many young people fear that their 
chances of ever being able to get a 
mortgage are increasing, forcing more 
and more into private renting. 

Landlords are happy to have high 
mortgages for first time buyers. It 
ensures the homes for rent market 
remains in demand. 


Rented properties are often ‘turbo 
charged’ with a typical three bedroom 
property let out as five one-bedroom 
lets. 

Worse still, people are charged £500 
administration fees, £50 reference 
check fees, and holding fees. All this on 
top of at least a months rent in advance 
and a deposit. 

As social landdlords across Walsall 
tackle the huge increases in rent 
arrears brought on by the ‘Bedroom 
Tax’, and welfare rights workers and 
discretionary payment systems 


become overburdened, we are reaching 
a crisis point in our need for affordable 
housing. 

With up to 32 per cent of ex-council 
houses ending up with private land¬ 
lords, there is an urgent need for Gov¬ 
ernment, councils, social landlords and 
private landlords to tackle the incon¬ 
sistent and exploitative practices in 
our local housing market.

Call for action 
after rubbish 
blaze at site 


CALLS have been made for security to be 
stepped up at the site of a former social club 
in Walsall which has been plagued with fly¬ 
tipping problems, after dumped tyres and 
other debris was set ablaze. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith said the derelict site of 


the former Hatherton 
Liberal Club, North Street, 
is ‘dangerous’. He has called 
on planning enforcement 
officers to put pressure on 
the owners to take action.

“Dumped tyres and other 
debris were set ablaze and 
had to be dealt with by the 
fire service. 

“This cost and threat to 
the local properties in the 
area may have been avoided 
if the owners had taken 
action. 

“This situation is just not 
good enough and I, as well as 
local residents, expect much

more determined action by 
the council to ensure that 
this eyesore is again boarded 
up, that the owners take 
responsibility to clear any 
future fly-tipped rubbish 
until such time that a 
further planning application 
can be considered.” 

The fire service was forced 
to break some panelling 
down to get to the fire. 

The former club which 
stood on the site was pulled 
down in 2003 after the build¬ 
ing was set alight. The club 
is believed to have closed 
shortly before then. 

“It’s been a fly-tipper’s 
paradise,” added Councillor 
Smith. 

Walsall Council regenera¬ 
tion chief Adrian Andrew 
said: “We want an urgent 
meeting with the site’s 
owner to remove the fly- 
tipped rubbish at Hatherton 
Liberal Club and secure the 
site.”

More time to discuss 
crematorium scheme 

THE public has been given more time to have its say on 
plans for a new crematorium in Essington. 

South Staffordshire District Council has described its 
plans to dispose of land to be turned into a crematorium as 
a key decision, so further talks will be held at the authority’s 
overview and scrutiny committee on September 17. It 
means consultation, due to finish last week, has been 
extended. People have until August 15 to submit views. 

But Walsall North MP David Winnick has already voiced 
his opposition. He said: “Strenuous opposition is already 
being expressed by residents, who see no reason to have 
such a development. I would have no hesitation in taking 
the matter to the minister. This development must not go 
ahead. 

The decision concerns land off Broad Lane, jointly owned 
by South Staffordshire Council and Staffordshire County 
Council. The land could be leased to the Westerleigh Group 
with a view to building a crematorium. This would aim to 
reduce waiting times for crematoria services. A formal plan¬ 
ning application would still need to be submitted.

Boost for day support services 


DAY support will be 
expanded at a Walsall centre 
despite plans to close resi¬ 
dential services. 

A consultation period has been 
launched with carers, users and trade 
unions over the future of Broadway 
North Centre. 

Walsall Council is looking to the vol¬ 
untary or independent sector to 
provide residential respite and crisis 
beds for people experiencing mental ill 
health. 

On average six beds out of a possible 
10 across the unit off the main Broad¬ 
way road are occupied, which the cash- 


strapped authority says does not 
provide the best value for money. 

By commissioning the beds from the 
private or voluntary sector, the council 
would save just over £101,000 a year. 

Bosses have already approved a 
period of consultation, with a view to 
closing the residential services there. 

However, they would look to develop 
the use of the Broadway North site to 
expand day services provided, where 
people are able to take up a range of 
educational and therapeutic activities. 

Walsall social care boss Councillor 
Barbara McCracken said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that people who experience 
mental ill health are supported and I 


understand that this proposed change 
may be unsettling. 

“We need to look at more efficient, 
value for money ways of delivering res¬ 
idential services whilst ensuring that 
we are meeting peoples’ needs.” 

Consultation has begun with the 
results due to be brought back to the 
decision-making cabinet in October. 

Service users and carers have been 
asked to complete a questionnaire, 
either online or on paper, to explain 
what impact the closure might have on 
them. 

The council suggests that a range of 
advice, support and recovery opportu¬ 
nities could be created.

David looks for answers 
following a tragic event 


T he makers of Southcliffe must 
have been kicking themselves 
when they saw Broadchurch. 
Like the hit ITV drama, it’s set in a 
small, close-knit, fictional town. 

It features a tragic event that rips 
the soul out of a marriage, a 
national news reporter on the hunt 
for answers, and a community torn 
apart. 

So, you could say that the 
producers of this new, four-part 
drama had their thunder stolen 
somewhat. However, once you get 
into the plot and characters, it’s clear 
that actually, the similarities are 
superficial - unlike Broadchurch, it’s 
not a whodunit; the killer is known 
right from the start - and it’s more 
than capable of standing on its own 
two feet and winning a new set of 
fans. 

Written by Tony Grisoni, who also 
penned Channel 4’s adaptations of 
David Peace’s Red Riding novels, it 
was directed by Sean Durkin, who 
came to prominence thanks to his 
acclaimed film Martha Marcy May 
Marlene. 

Although many assumed he’d be 


off to Hollywood to make something 
on a massive budget, Durkin 
preferred to return to the UK. 

“I love being in the UK,” he 
says. “I have lived in New York for 18 
years, but coming back to England 
feels like home, and I have the 
chance to catch up with a few 
Arsenal games! 

“The whole preconception that 
making TV is different to film is 
ridiculous. You’re filming drama with 
great actors, so there is absolutely 
no difference. 

‘All I ever want to do is create 
truthful moment after truthful 
moment. That’s what directing is 
about; capturing something that is 
honest and engaging. I hope I have 
done that.” 

Southcliffe begins at dawn one 
morning, with the sound of 
gunshots. It seems that somebody 
has randomly opened fire on several 
locals, killing them and leaving their 
friends and relatives shocked and 
unable to deal with the tragedy. 

As they attempt to handle their 
grief, reporter David Whitehead 
returns to Southcliffe, the town 


where he grew up, in an attempt to 
find out what sparked the incident, 
and to deal with ghosts from his 
past. 

“Southcliffe is not the story of the 
killer,” explains Durkin. “It’s the story 
of the journalist who goes back to 
report on the tragedy, and it’s also 
about the people left behind, the 
community. It’s about ordinary 
people.” 

Rory Kinnear plays the reporter in 
question, while the ‘ordinary people’ 
are portrayed by such luminaries as 
Eddie Marsan, Shirley Henderson 
and Sean Harris. 

“I formed some fantastic 
relationships with both the cast and 
crew,” claims the director. “When I 
started work on Southcliffe I didn’t 
know anyone at all so it was like 
starting at a new school. 

“Luckily for me, we had an 
incredible cast and crew working on 
this project and as a result of 
everyone being so collaborative and 
open it was a wonderful experience.” 

And in the process, he’s managed 
to whitewash our memories of 
Broadchurch - for now, at least.

Triumph's Tiger burning bright 



Born to run - the Tiger 800 


MOTORCYCLES are fast: for under 
£10,000 you can own a road-legal 
bike which wll out accelerate any 
supercar costing ten times as much. 

And if you watch TV reports from the Isle of 
Man, you will know that even the camera 
crew’s helicopter can’t keep up with the TT 
front runners over the mountain course. 

But what does this mean for us ordinary 
mortals who, if we used such performance 
otential on the public roads, would very soon 
e banned or buried? 

In the real world, rapid acceleration is only 
part of the bike’s key to cutting journey times 
down to size. It’s also about agility - being able 
to filter past lines of crawling traffic, or to be 
first away at the lights. 

I was starkly reminded of this when I accom¬ 
panied a colleague to Triumph’s factory at 
Hinckley, Leicestershire, to pick up a test bike, 
the latest Tiger 800. 

I drove back in a one litre hatchback, which 
it has to be said, gave limited scope for overtak¬ 
ing on a busy A-road. My colleague took the 
bike - and was home a full 40 minutes before 
me! 

According to an internet routing service, the 
distance was 51 miles and the estimated time 
one hour five minutes, although that very 
clearly doesn’t take account of Friday after¬ 
noon traffic on the A5. 

But since both car and bike faced the same

conditions and restrictions it does illustrate 
how much time you can save on two wheels, 
either when commuting or enjoying a trip to 
the seaside. 

The Tiger is classed as an adventure or 
enduro type, designed for longjourneys both on 
and off road, but its 
character makes it a 
consummate all- 
rounder. 

Its three cylinder 
engine (a bigger capac¬ 
ity version of the 675 
Street Triple’s power 
unit) is torquey but 
tractable, with a slick 
and snatch-free six- 
speed gearbox, non- 
aggressive throttle and 
easy clutch. 

The engine capacity 
was increased by 
lengthening the stroe, 
and while it’s in a lower 
state of tune than the 
Street Triple it still 
turns out a useful 


94bhp with the torque spread over a wide rev 
range. An average of around 50mpg wouldn’t 
be expecting too much. Just two fingers on the 
brake lever gives you convincing stopping 
power, too. 

At 210kg the Tiger is light, and well-balanced 
so you can trickle along, feet up, with confi¬ 
dence when negotiating obstacles and traffic. 
As an adventure machine, ground clearance is 
high and therefore so is the seating position. 

Seat height is adjustable between 810 and 

830mm, and you can 
knock another 20mm 
off with an optional 
accessory saddle. 

The riding position 
is upright for 
maximum comfort on a 
longer trip while also 
affording the best view 
ahead. 

Behind the seat is a 
useful luggage rack, 
which doubes as a pas¬ 
senger grab rail, and 
naturally there is a full 
range of luggage on the 
options list. 

Many of these 
attributes are essential 
to an endure machine 
because you might well 
be riding on slippery 


surfaces such as mud or wet grass. But they also 
work to make the bike easier, more comfortable 
to ride on the road, too, and especially if it’s wet. 

The same can be said of the long-travel sus¬ 
pension: Designed to cope with dirt tracks, it 
saves the rider from having his or her spine 
rattled on British B-roads, too. 

At £7,499 for the standard Tiger (ABS - 
always worth it for me - is a £600 option) under¬ 
cuts the German opposition which has domi¬ 
nated this sector of the market by some margin. 

It’s both cheaper and more powerful than 
BMW’s F800 GS, for example. 

Few adventure bikes ever venture seriously 
off road, but if that’s your bag there’s the Tiger 
XC version at £8,699 which comes with even 
longer travel suspension and larger (21 inch) 
front wheel. Or if you have more money to 
spend there’s a Tiger derivative powered by the 
company’s Speed Triple l,050cc engine.

OUT TO SHOCK AGAIN 


DEAN SMITH is again out to make a 
mockery of reputations this season. 

The Saddlers boss has made no secret of his view that 
League One is now a much tougher division to the one in 
which his side achieved a ninth-placed finish last term. 

Billed as relegation fodder in August, Walsall ended April 
as one of the season’s surprise packages while Smith was 
touted as a manager of the year contender. Despite having 
to rebuild pretty much his entire frontline over a summer, 


the 43-year-old is confident 
he again has a side which can 
give the big-boys a bloody 
nose. 

“A lot of people look at us 
as little old Walsall,” he said. 
“Last season we became a 
bit of a surprise package and 
we’ll certainly be out to 
shock a few people again. 

“But I don’t think there is 
any doubt it will definitely 
be tougher this year. 

Exodus 

“The three clubs who have 
come down are all strong, 
Wolves, Peterborough, 
Bristol City. There is also a 
bit of money behind the 
clubs who have come up. 
Bradford were in a Wembley 
cup final last season and will 
have made a bit of money 
from that.” 

With a healthy number of 
players signed before the 
season had finished, the 
Saddlers avoided the kind of 
exodus which has blighted 
summers of the past. 

Smith can point to a 
defence and midfield which 
remains mostly intact and, 
more importantly, packed 
with young players who still 
have room to grow. 

But while the losses may 
not have been big in number, 
they certainly were in name. 
Will Grigg, Febian Brandy 
and Jamie Paterson con¬ 
tributed a total of 40 goals 
last season.The latter was 
sold to Nottingham Forest,

while Brandy and Grigg 
were both out of contract 
and departed to League One 
rivals - Sheffield United and 
Brentford respectively. 

There can be no denying 
Smith and the Saddlers have 
moved on, and quickly and 
one of the keys to success 
this season will be how the 
rebuilt forward line per¬ 
forms. 

Alongside Craig Westcarr 
are two unproven yet 
hungry talents in Troy 
Hewitt and Romaine 
Sawyers, while by far the 
most high-profile arrival is 
Slovakia Under-21 interna¬ 
tional Milan Lalkovic on a 
six-month loan deal from 
Chelsea. 

Another key acquisition 
looks like being keeper 
Richard O’Donnell as Smith 
attempts to end the revolv¬ 
ing door policy which saw no 
fewer than four loan keepers 
used last season. 

But the manager appears 
unfazed about having to 
replace players. 

This summer’s rebuilding 
job has been minuscule com¬ 
pared to 12 months ago, 
when at one stage only six 
senior players were on the 
books. 

“This is about the fourth 
time I’ve had to rebuild since 
I’ve been here,” Smith said.
